A just 
miss cameo coin that is worthy of a significant premium 
to the typical example. 
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Bust Half Dime 


1831 1/2 Dime. NGC MS63. CAC. Exquisitely pre- 
sented with rich hues of cobalt, blue-green, and crim- 
son patina caressing both sides. Closer inspection 
reveals die clash marks on both sides and several minor 
marks that preclude a finer grade. 


Seated Half Dime 


1857 1/2 Dime. XF. Light wear is noted, but is very at- 
tractively toned. A nice, inexpensive representative for 
a date set. 


Proof Seated Half Dimes 


1859 1/2 Dime. PCGS PR62. CAC. Even rose-cham- 
pagne patina veils both sides and the design is sharp. 
While lightly hairlined, the fields remain deeply reflec- 
tive. Only 800 proof examples of this date were pro- 
duced. 


Unscathed 1870 Gem Proof Half Dime 


1870 1/2 Dime. PCGS PR65. Rich toning envelopes 
both sides and mutes the apparent reflectivity. Only 
1000 proof examples of this date were originally pro- 
duced and because of their relative size, few have sur- 
vived in Gem or better condition. Housed in an older 
green PCGS holder. 


Proof Shield Nickel 


Infrequently Paralleled No Rays Proof Shield Nickel 


1867 5 Cents, No Rays. NGC PR65. Close to brilliant 
with subtle reflectivity in the fields. As is typical of the 
issue, the central devices remain a bit soft. Scarce this 
nice as NGC has only graded 53 examples at the PR65 
level. 
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Liberty Nickel 


1886 5 Cents. NGC PR65. CAC. Jaw dropping appeal 
with the pastel patina over immaculate surfaces and 
knife-like central motifs. The devices, while not full 
cameo, do show slight contrast with the fields. Housed 


in an older NGC holder. 
Buffalo Nickel 


Blazing Gem Type Two 1913-s Nickel 


1913-S 5 Cents, Type 2. NGC MS65. Enveloped in 
even golden patina with satin luster. The fields remain 
pristine and several trivial marks on the bison define 
the grade. As is commonly encountered, LIBERTY re- 
mains a tad mushy, but the remaining design elements 
are impeccably detailed. A semi-key in the series that 
is seldom encountered in Gem. 


1914-D 5 Cents. Gem Uncirculated. Undulating lus- 
ter on the reverse with satiny luster on the reverse. As 
is typical of this date, Liberty is a bit soft. Otherwise ex- 
ceptional. 


Attractive Semi-Prooflike Nickel, PCGS MS64 


1920-S 5 Cents. PCGS MS64. A much better date in 
the Buffalo nickel series, this example shows an orange 
peel texture in the fields which creates a semi-prooflike 
luster. As is fairly common for the date, the centers are 
well defined and softness is shown in some of the pe- 
ripheral lettering. The mintmark however remains re- 
freshingly bold. 
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Proof Buffalo Nickel 


Stunning Gem Matte Proof Buffalo Nickel 


1916 5 Cents. Gem Proof. A stunning matte proof Buf- 
falo nickel with pristine, mark-free surfaces. As one 
would expect of a proof, the design features are exact- 
ing. Seeing as how only 600 proof nickels were minted 
during this year, this serves as an outstanding opportu- 
nity for the connoisseur to acquire an extremely desir- 
able and scarce nickel. Expect a strong bid! 


Early Dime 


Conditionally Scarce 1803 Early Dime 


1803 10 Cents. XF. JR-3, R.4. Dark toning attests to the 
originality of this Flowing Hair dime. The current repre- 
sentative is the most common of the 1803 die mar- 
riages, but to use the word common in the first place is 
a misnomer. Whenever dimes of this date are seen at 
auction, a bidding frenzy is likely to take place. The sur- 
faces are darkly toned in an earthy brown shade as a 
testament to the originality and sharp detail remains. 
As is typically seen on this type, the dentilation is not 
present on the upper portion of the obverse flan. No 
post-strike flaws are readily evident. 
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Bust Dime 


Impeccably Preserved Near-Gem Bust Dime 


1829 10 Cents. NGC MS64. Original variegated col- 
oration blankets both sides of this attractive Bust dime. 
Luster remains active and jumps around the fields when 
rotated under a light. As one would expect, few marks 
are present even when inspected with a loupe. 


Mercury Dime 


1942/1 10 Cents. PCGS XF45. A perennial collector's 
favorite, this particular example showcases above aver- 
age eye appeal for the grade with smooth fields and es- 
sentially brilliant surfaces. The underdigit remains bold 
and can be viewed without magnification. 


Twenty Cent Piece 


Exceptional Twenty Cent Piece, MS64 


1876 20 Cents. PCGS MS64. CAC. Upon first glance, 
one would swear this is a deeply cameoed proof exam- 
ple. Hence the reason for second glances. The fields are 
completely mirror-like and the devices deeply frosted. 
The fully crisp strike only adds to the appeal. Probably 
the finest presentation of a Mint State twenty cent piece 
that this cataloger has ever seen. 
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Bust Quarter 


1819 25 Cents. ANACS XF40 Details, Cleaned. Tan 
patina traverses both sides of this nicely detailed Bust 
quarter. Despite a light cleaning in the past, this exam- 
ple remains attractive with little to no evidence of clean- 
ing without the aide of a loupe. Most recently, a whizzed 
example graded by ANACS with the same details grade 
sold at Heritage for $805. | would expect to example to 
perform much better as most collectors would consider 
cleaning, and a light one at that, the lesser of two evils. 


Seated Quarters 


1875 25 Cents. AU Details, Cleaned. Lightly cleaned 
long ago, this example has retoned dark, with varying 
degrees of russet and brown patina on both sides. Still, 
a pleasingly detailed, affordable example for the type 
collector. 


1877-S 25 Cents. Gem Uncirculated. More readily 
available than most dates in Gem, this brilliant example 
showcases superb device detail and beaming luster. 
Several minute scuffs are seen in the right obverse field, 
but are consistent with the grade. Worthy of the pre- 
mium to the splotchy toned pieces that are usually as- 
sociated with high-end examples of this date. 


Proof Seated Quarters 


Cameoed 1860 Proof Quarter 


1860 25 Cents. NGC PR65 Cameo. Brilliant with white 
devices atop black mirrors. The fields remain refreshing 
for the grade with few distarctions. The striking detail, 
as is usually seen with this date, lacks full defintion as 
numerous peripheral stars are lacking crispness. One of 
only 1000 proof quarters struck in 1860! 


1870 25 Cents. NGC PR64 Cameo. CAC. Gorgeously 
patinated with a combination of royal-blue, 
golden-amber, and crimson color around the central de- 
vices. Thick frost lavishly drapes over the central motifs 
and enhances the appeal. 
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Barber Quarters 


1910-D 25 Cents. NGC MS65. Delightfully original 
with a diverse mixture of attractive multicolored patina 
upon noticeably lustrous surfaces. A true Gem with fully 
accentuated striking detail. Scarce this nice and cer- 
tainly worthy of premium bid consideration. 


Proof Barber Quarters 


Stunning White on Black Proof Cameo Barber Quarter 
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1910 25 Cents. NGC PR67 Cameo. The mirrors are 
endless with ample frost on the central devices to merit 
the coveted cameo designation. Close inspection with 
a loupe confirms what the eye does immediately; this 
example is essentially flawless. While this date was typ- 
ically well cared for, as of May 2008, NGC had only des- 
ignated 15 examples at this level with 7 finer. 


Standing Liberty Quarters 


1923-S 25 Cents. ICG VF20. Evenly worn with attrac- 
tive dove-gray surfaces. A key date that will surely catch 
the collector's eye. 


Trio of Branch Mint Standing Liberty Quarters. |) 
1917-S Standing Liberty Quarter Type | Choice AU. 
Pearly luster with minor friction on the high points. 2) 
1917-S Standing Liberty Quarter Type 2 Choice XF. 
Some luster remains. Obverse scratched. 3) 1927-D 
Standing Liberty Quarter Choice AU. Light, wispy 
hairlines from an old cleaning, now retoning. [3] 
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Washington Quarters 


1932-D 25 Cents. PCGS MS63. Effulgent luster illu- 
minates the steel-gray patina that sits atop the surfaces. 
Inspection yields several reeding marks hiding in Wash- 
ington’s hair that prevent the Near-Gem designation. 
For the astute collector of Washington quarters, this 
represents a spectacular opportunity to obtain an orig- 
inal and attractive specimen. 


1932-D 25 Cents. Choice AU. Untoned and fully lus- 
trous with just the slightest hint of friction atop Gen- 
eral Washington.Accompanying this lot is a 
photo-grade certificate from American Certification 
Services, Inc., certifying this example as Mint State 63. 


1932-S 25C. PCGS MS64. CAC. A lovingly preserved 
key-date example with an attractive mixture of mus- 
tard-yellow, copper, violet, and generally earthy shades 
over the obverse surfaces. The reverse remains mostly 
brilliant. Both sides show little in the way of marks. 


1932-S 25 Cents. Uncirculated. Untoned, save for pair 
of obverse/reverse spots. Accompanying this lot is a

Abrasions, while present, are at 
a minimum with light slidemarks in the left obverse 
fields that are consistent with the grade. The originality 
is increased by light gray coloration on the obverse 
while the reverse displays an infusion of golden accents. 
A breathtakingly original example that should garner 
fierce competition. 


1813 50 Cents. AU Details, Cleaned. O-103, R.2. Lus- 
trous from a cleaning in the past. A popular variety with 
a reverse die crack that extends from the scroll to the 
wing. 


1828 50 Cents. XF Details, Wizzed. O-120, R.1. An af- 
forable type coin for a budget collector. 
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Delightful Near-Gem Bust Half Dollar 


1829 50 Cents. NGC MS64., 0-115, R.1. The surfaces 
are pebbly and results in luster that shimmers around 
the devices. Enhancing the appeal is amber-gold and 
brownish patina that demands the eye’s attention, but 
does not overwhelm. As is typically seen with the die 
pairing, the obverse stars are well formed and extend 
towards the rims. The reverse is also extremely sharp 
with bold lettering around the edges and sharp central. 
Because of this, O-115 represents a spectacular exam- 
ple for the type collector. 


Eye-Catching 1830 Half Dollar 


1830 50 Cents, Small O. PCGS MS63. O-104, R.3. CAC. 
Beautifully colored with satin luster throughout. The 
surfaces remain surprisingly intact for the grade with 
mark-free fields and devices that show only minor pin- 
point sized marks. Interestingly, the die appears to have 
been filled with some grease on the PL in E PLURIBIS 
UNIM on the reverse, as the lettering is almost fully in- 
distinguishable. A beautiful example that fully merits 
the CAC sticker. 
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1833 50 Cents. PCGS AU58. O-112, R.2. Undeniably 
original with golden amber-gold color throughout that 
gives way to traces of multicolor patina on the devices 
and near the peripheries. Significantly lustrous for the 
grade with no marks that are individually bothersome. 


Elusive Near-Gem 1837 Half Dollar 


1837 50 Cents, Reeded Edge. PCGS MS64. CAC. Un- 
equivocally original, this Bust half is draped in irides- 
cent multihued patina that wonders from gold to 
cyan-blue to purple. The luster only serves to enhance 
the appeal as close inspection showcases a 
semi-prooflike quality in the fields. And, as one would 
demand from the grade, few marks are present, giving 
this piece the overall presentation of a Gem. 
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Well Presented 1838 Bust Half Dollar 


1838 50 Cents. NGC MS63. Well hammered in the cen- 
ters with slight mushiness around the legends. The sur- 
faces remain largely untoned with appealing 
multicolored patina scattered about at infrequent in- 
tervals. Light marks on Liberty's cheek preclude the 
near-Gem designation.

Prooflike New Orleans Seated Half 


1861-O 50 Cents. Near-Gem Uncirculated. A im- 
mensely attractive and popular (due to its placement 
before the Civil War) O-Mint Seated Liberty example 
with fully prooflike fields that are draped with faint gray 
patina. The design is intricately impressed in the cen- 
ters with the only area of slight weakness being Liberty's 
head and the stars that surround it. While not particu- 
larly bothersome, several light wispy marks in the fields 
preclude the Gem designation.

1869 50 Cents. Near-Gem Uncirculated. Thin periph- 
eral 3:00 to 6:00 reverse die break. Irregular toning.

1888 50 Cents. NGC MS63. Brilliant centers with scat- 
tered patina near the edges. A seemingly conservatively 
graded example. Housed in an older NGC holder.

Patinated Gem 1871 Seated Half 


1871 50 Cents. NGC PR65. The detail on the legends 
and central motifs is crisp and the mirrors are unim- 
peded. Rich patina overlies the surfaces and when ro- 
tated under a light, pale peach and blue coloration 
presides. Underrated as a series, this particular proof 
specimen had only 950 coins struck, with only a small 
handful having survived this nice. 
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1884 50 Cents. PCGS PR64. Nearly brilliant with 
patches of golden patina that huddles near the rims. 
Delicate frost is noted on the devices, but not nearly of 
the thickness required to merit the Cameo designation. 
An attractive example and certainly worthy of a 
high-end type collection. 


1890 50 Cents. NGC PR63 Cameo. Above average for 
the grade with pleasant amounts of frost on the central 
motifs and deeply reflective fields that are unencum- 
bered by significant hairlines. Light milky patina is im- 
mediately noticeable upon viewing. 


Barber Half Dollars 


Toned Gem Barber Half Dollar 


1892 50 Cents. PCGS MS65. CAC. While 1892 is the 
most available date from the Barber half series in Gem, 
it is certainly far from common and still extremely de- 
sirable with the designation. All devices are boldly por- 
trayed and one’s eye has to strain to locate a blemish 
atop the surfaces. Attractive multicolored rainbow 
patina is evident on the reverse and darkens on the ob- 
verse to confirm the originality of the piece. 


1897 50 Cents. Near-Gem Uncirculated. Delicate, iri- 
descent patina sits atop the upper portion of the ob- 
verse and luster beams from the fully struck devices. 
Light scruffiness on Liberty's cheek, which is seen on all 
but pristine examples, is the only impediment to the 
Gem designation.

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1795 1 Dollar, Three Leaves. AU. B-5, BB-27, R.1. An 
easily identifiable variety with a 2mm long “bar” that 
points toward star 5. The surfaces are exquisitely de- 
tailed with all device characteristics remaining bold. 
While several light slidemarks do exist from an old wip- 
ing, these are not uncommon for the grade and fit 
within the realm of market acceptability. The surfaces 
have obtained an attractive appeal over the years with 
dove-gray centers that lead to edges with delicate, iri- 
descent rainbow coloration. A fantastic opportunity for 
the collector or specialist to obtain what is nearly Mint 
State detail for a fraction of the price.

In contrast to 
the norm, there are no unsightly abrasions and as men- 
tioned previously, the presentation is truly impeccable. 
Worthy of an above-average bid. 
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1796 | Dollar, Large Date; Small Letters. NGC XF45. 
B-5, B-65, R.3. CAC. An easily identifiable die paring as 
evidenced by the die lump near the | in AMERICA on 
the reverse. The offering of this dollar presents an in- 
frequent opportunity for the connoisseur of early Amer- 
ican coinage to add an undoubtedly original and 
undeniably attractive specimen. The obverse surfaces 
are richly colored with an infusion of silver-gray, gold, 
and purple patination. The reverse remains somewhat 
lighter, but with the same color pairing. As one would 
expect from the grade, the wear is fairly trivial and con- 
fined to the extreme highpoints, leaving significant 
amount of unmolested detail. Softness is noted along 
portions of the legends, especially in the ST in STATES 
on the reverse, but is not uncommon for the variety. 


Attractive Flowing Hair Dollar 


1796 1 Dollar. XF. B-4, BB-61, R.3. Fully original with 
even gray-brown coloration the on obverse and reverse. 
As one would expect from the grade, pleasing amounts 
of detail remains on Liberty’s hair and on the eagle’s 
feathers. Abrasions are also at a minimum with noth- 
ing to report to even the most finicky of collectors. A de- 
serving example that merits careful consideration.

1798 1 Dollar, Large Eagle. NGC VF30. B-8, BB-125, 
R.2. The only reverse of the 1798 date to showcase four 
berries. The surfaces are delicately circulated with hon- 
est wear throughout. Certainly an original example as 
the surface show a pleasing dark patina with lighter 
shades atop the devices. Interestingly, the edge miling 
runs off the planchet on both sides 


Desirable 1800 Bust Dollar, NGC VF30 


1800 1 Dollar. NGC VF30. B-10, BB-190, R.2. Pale yel- 
low colored with an attractive contrast between the 
lightly worn devices and fields. For accuracy sake, nu- 
merous pinscratches are noted near the arrows and 
UNITED on the reverse. A great “starter coin” for the 
high-end type set. 
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Pleasing Detailed 1800 Dollar 


1800 1 Dollar. ANACS XF40 Details, Cleaned. B-10, 
BB-190, R.3. While technically cleaned, this cataloger 
would be hard pressed to find an aficionado of Bust dol- 
lars that wouldn't welcome this example with open 
arms into their collection. The surfaces are a lovely light 
tan-gray in the centers with darker patination along the 
margins.

As a testament of originality, this “crusty” dollar 
shows an attractive olive-brown patina with multicol- 
ored iridescence near the rims. Also, many of the intri- 
cate devices have for lack of a better term 
“accumulation” inside. That said, it is well documented 
that the O-mint Seated dollar mintage was and the sur- 
vival rate is limited to say the least. In fact, the 1850 
ranks as the rarest of all New Orleans Mint dollars and 
is rarely encountered in any condition, let alone About 
Uncirculated. All considered, this marks an impeccable 
opportunity for the collector. 
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Flashy, Uncirculated Seated Dollar 


1854 1 Dollar. Uncirculated. Rarely encountered in 
Mint State, the 1834 Seated dollar has a paltry mintage 
of only 33,140 coins, and is seldom seen in grades 
above XF. The present example remains pleasingly de- 
tailed with a fully hammered strike and semi-prooflike 
reflectivity in the fields. A milky tan patina sits over both 
sides with the infrequent, but noticeable infusion of 
purple and blue tones. While a lack of major abrasions 
gives this example the eye appeal of a higher grade, sev- 
eral light wispy marks are noticed in the right obverse 
field and preclude this attractive dollar from the Select 
grade. 


Low Mintage 1855 Seated Dollar 


1855 1 Dollar. ANACS AU53 Details, Cleaned. A truly 
scarce example from which only 26,000 coins were orig- 
inally minted. While not overly abrasive in nature, hair- 
lines are visible underneath slate-gray surfaces. Some 
striking softness is evidenced in the star points, but the 
overall amount of detail remains impressive. 
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Proof Seated Dollar 


Stunning 1865 Proof Dollar, PCGS PR64 


1865 1 Dollar. PCGS PR64. Until recently, the Seated 
liberty series for a large part remained dormant 
amongst the raging bull market, but in recent months, 
evidence has presented itself that suggests this series 
may be awakening from its long overdue slumber to 
claim a deserved piece of numismatic glory. To the 
collector of proof Seated halves, this date in particular, 
with a scant original mintage of 500 coins, remains 
a significant challenge to obtain in anything that 
approaches “nice” condition. This particular example 
fits the near-Gem billing and them some, as close 
inspection with a loupe yields only extremely trivial 
blemishes underneath the often seen veil of iridescent 
apricot-gold toning. The striking detail is also pro- 
nounced throughout, giving the piece a well-rounded 
appeal. 


Proof Trade Dollar 


1874 Trade Dollar. PCGS PR61. Boldly detailed with 
iridescent apricot, sky-blue, and rose patina. The fields 
show light hairlining and numerous abrasions that ac- 
count for the grade. Housed in an older green PCGS 
holder. 


Morgan Dollars 


1882-CC 1 Dollar. Select Uncirculated. Virtually un- 
toned, save for a few spots. No major marks, just the 
usual scuffs seen at this level. 


1887 1 Dollar. ANACS MS64. VAM-12, Top 100. Gator 
Eye. Premium quality for the grade with blazing luster 
and few marks. Light golden color shows along much of 
rims and enhances the appeal. 


1888-O | Dollar. Gem BU. Fully original with frosty 
mint luster and appealing multicolored patina along 
the dentils. Typically struck for a New Orleans Mint 
issue.

Both Morgans are high-end for 
the grade and uniformly toned with attractive rainbow 
coloration around the peripheries.

1849-D 1 Dollar. NGC AU58. A uniquely original 
near-mint example of this popular Type One D-mint 
representative. The surfaces, while showing light evi- 
dence of wear, have gained an incredibly appealing layer 
of crimson patina in the fields. Pleasantly struck up de- 
vices and semi-prooflike flashiness in the fields only in- 
creases the desirability of this alluring dollar. 


1849-0 I Dollar. NGC AU58. Briefly circulated with an 
attractive rich golden patina atop portions of both 
sides. A lovely New Orleans Mint representative that 
won't break the bank. 


1851-C 1 Dollar. NGC AU55. Above average for the 
grade with well struck, green-gold surfaces. This date 
represents the highest mintage and therefore most 
available date in the C-Mint gold dollar series. As such, 
this represents a wonderful and affordable type exam- 
ple for the collector that desires something more un- 
usual than a Philadelphia Mint representative. 
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1852-C 1 Dollar. NCS AU Details, Obverse Repaired 
— Scratched. Variety 7-H. The obverse surfaces have 
been reworked to smooth numerous scratches that ex- 
isted to the left of the central portrait. Several light 
scratches also remain evident on both sides, but are not 
overwhelmingly burdensome to the appeal. Interest- 
ingly, the one in the date is repunched and a small ab- 
breviated dash exists below the base of the |. With only 
9,434 minted, this piece remains elusive and desired in 
all grades. 


1852-0 Gold Dollar. NGC MS61. A well struck O-mint 
representative with incandescent luster over bright yel- 
low-gold. Slight scuffiness in the fields restricts a finer 
grade. 


1853-0 | Dollar. Uncirculated. Well struck with deep 
gold hues on both sides. A beautiful New Orleans Mint 
representative that is sure to fit well into any enthusi- 
ast’s collection. 


1854 1 Dollar, Type II Dollar. Choice AU. Fully lus- 
trous with surfaces that upon close inspection could be 
viewed as Mint State. As is frequently seen on these is- 
sues, both sides show evidence of clashed dies. 


1855 1 Dollar. NGC MS6l. As is often seen with Type 
Two dollars, the centers are weakly struck with several 
letters in the date and denomination appearing faint. 
However, surface abrasions are at a minimum for the 
grade and heavy die clashing is noticed on the reverse, 
enhancing the appeal. 


1855 1 Dollar, Type II - Slanted 5’s. Choice AU. Actual 
surface wear is minimal, however weakness is seen in 
many of the central devices. For accuracy sake, a small 
spot in noted between the C and A in AMERICA. 


1856-S Gold Dollar. NCS AU Details, Improperly 
Cleaned. While the “cleaned” moniker has been given 
to this coin by NCS, “scratched” appears more appro- 
priate as numerous wispy marks appear in the left ob- 
verse field. An otherwise attractive Type Two example 
with orange-gold surfaces and a typical strike. 
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1873 1 Dollar, Open 3. NGC MS63 Prooflike. CAC. Ex- 
ceptional for the grade with deeply reflective mirrors 
and charming amounts of frost on the devices. NGC to 
this date (5/08) has only graded nine specimens as 
MS63 Prooflike with none finer. 


1873 Gold Dollar, Open 3. NGC MS62. Evenly colored 
with prooflike fields and a modicum amount of marks 


on both sides. Far above average for the grade. 


Early Quarter Eagles 


Rarely Offered 1802 Quarter Eagle 


1802 2.5 Dollars. NCS XF Details, Damaged. 
Breen-6118, BD-3, R.5. Thisdate, while often referred to 
as 1802/1, shows very little evidence of an underdigit. 
Seen with an easily identifiable die marriage that has a 
small die break that runs from the left tip of the shield, 
up to the ribbon that the eagle carries in its beak. This 
marriage represents the second rarest of the three mar- 
riages seen for the date. The surfaces have obtained nu- 
merous pinpoint sized marks and account for the 
“damaged” insert on the NCS label. Suprisingly, evi- 
dence of original luster is present around the protected 
devices. A rare opportunity to obtain a survivor from the 
tiny original mintage of 3,035. 
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Interesting 1833 Half Eagle with AU Detail 


1833 2.5 Dollars. NCS AU Details, Repaired. 
Breen-61 36, BD-1, R.5. An attractive and short-lived type 
with consistent collector demand. The obverse surfaces 
have been expertly smoothed to diminish the appear- 
ance of engraving that was etched in the field to the left 
of Liberty's face. As the rarity number of this coin would 
suggest, it isn’t easily located on the market today and 
typically makes only a couple of appearances in auc- 
tions every year. A great opportunity for the 
budget-minded collector to obtain About Uncirculated 
detail without a post-strike blemish. 


Classic Quarter Eagles 


1836 2.5 Dollars, Script 8. AU. Flashy with no eye dis- 
tracting marks. Both sides are refreshingly well struck 
with original luster along the rims. A wonderful type 
representative that is sure to please its next owner. 


1839-C 2.5 Dollars. NCS AU Details, Repaired - Im- 
properly Cleaned. Recut 39, Winter 3-C, McCloskey-C, 
Breen-6150, R.3. Close inspection yields numerous light 
hairlines across the central portraits and into the fields. 
Repairing of the surfaces is not readily evident and may 
be referring to some tooling along the right obverse 
edge. Despite the problems, this date stands as a de- 
sirable coin amongst collectors as it is the only classic 
C-mint quarter eagle. 
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Liberty Quarter Eagles 


Relatively Clean D-Mint Quarter Eagle 


1844-D 2.5 Dollars. NGC AU55. The protected devices 
remain lustrous and evidence of a brief stint is circula- 
tion is seen on the highpoints. While deeply cut abra- 
sions are not uncommon for the grade, this example 
has escaped such peril and only shows a smattering of 
less significant marks. 


Problem Free 1846-D Quarter Eagle 


1846-D 2.5 Dollars. NGC AU58. Problem-free and 
quite attractive with attractive apricot patina that clings 
to many of the devices. No significant abrasions are ap- 
parent, but close inspection does yield a long die crack 
on the reverse that extends from the rim above the E in 
AMERICA to the eagle’s wing.

1847-C 2.5 Dollars. NCS AU Details, Improperly 
Cleaned. Cleaned with numerous light hairlines, most 
noticeably traversing the reverse fields. The obverse re- 
mains pleasant with few, if any hairlines that can be di- 
rectly attributed to cleaning. As one would expect, the 
strike is a bit mushy, but that is common for the date 
and as is the case with all C-Mint gold, any representa- 
tive is a desirable. 


1850-D 2.5 Dollars. NCS AU Details, Improperly 
Cleaned. A highly collectible Dahlonega representative 
that has been made unnaturally bright by a past clean- 
ing. One abrasion between stars 8 and 9 is noted for ac- 
curacy.

The date 
appears lightly doubled with the base of the second | 
being most notably so.

As is usually seen from this 
date, the central motifs do display softness, especially 
apparent on the reverse.

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1858 2.5 Dollars. NGC MS6l1. Overlooked for its 
scarcity, this date is infrequently encountered in Mint 
State and rarely found this attractive.

Uncirculated Details, Lightly 
Cleaned. An eye appealing example with the faintest 
evidence of a past cleaning when inspected under high 
magnification. 


1895 2.5 Dollars. Uncirculated Details, Tooled. While 
presenting as a near-Gem, close inspection shows evi- 
dence of a removed spot behind Liberty's neck. A rim 
indention below star 13 is also noted, but appears to 
be as-struck. 


1901 2.5 Dollars. NGC MS65. Struck in flashy yellow 
gold with stunning luster on both sides. A true Gem, 
this piece exhibits a rare combination of eye appeal, 
strike, and surface preservation. A perfect type exam- 
ple! 


1904 2.5 Dollars. PCGS MS65. Delicately abraded with 
striking luster and a vivid apricot patina that circles the 
central devices. Worthy of a premium to the typical ex- 
ample. 


1905 2.5 Dollars. PCGS MS64. An attractive near-Gem 
with surfaces that are lightly golden. Hints of coloration 


are visible in the centers which aids the overall appeal. 


1905 2.5 Dollars. Choice AU. Nearly Mint State and 
attractive with soft orange-gold surfaces.

1906 2.5 Dollars. NGC MS65. The devices are notably 
well struck and the luster demand the eye’s attention.

The 
reverse, while still nice, does show one wispy abrasion 
the prevents the coveted MS66 grade. Given the quality 
of this specimen and the huge jump in price at the 
MS66 level, one would expect a far above average bid. 


1925-D 2.5 Dollars. NGC MS64. High-end for the 
grade with few marks atop the uniformly bright surfaces. 
Given the current grading standards, this example 
should merit a premium bid. 


Shimmering 1928 Quarter Eagle, MS65 


1928 2.5 Dollars. PCGS MS65. Light patination sits 
atop sparkling honey-gold surfaces and no abrasions 
distract the eye. While Gem Indian quarter eagles are 
not uncommon, they do remain extremely desireable 
as the eye appeal is appreciably finer than lower graded 
specimens.

1928 2.5 Dollars. NGC MS65. Appropriately graded 
with no significant distractions atop the appealing 
honey-gold surfaces.

1869 3 Dollars. PCGS AU55. Refreshingly detailed and 
quite attractive for the grade with a vibrant pump- 
kin-orange, sky-blue, and rose patina that rests on the 
already flashy surfaces. With a miniscule mintage of 
2,525, this cataloger feels no need to use further im- 
agery to convey desirability as it should be fairly self-ev- 
ident. 


1878 3 Dollars. NGC AU58. Semi-prooflike with at- 
tractive yellow-gold color. The surfaces show little 
abuse with signs of gentle circulation in the form of 
light highpoint friction and wispy slidemarks in the 
fields.

1798 5 Dollars, Large 8-13 Stars. NCS XF Details, 
Obverse Graffiti. Breen-6429, B. 3-E, Miller-28, R.6. A 
rare and easily identifiable die marriage as a large die 
crack moves from star 7 to and through Liberty's hair 
curls to emerge again at the 8 in the date. As is usual for 
the variety, an engraver’s scratch is seen below BE in 
LIBERTY. Striking softness is confined to the centers, 
but does not overly detract from the appeal. As men- 
tioned on the NCS holder, graffiti is present on the ob- 
verse in two locations; in the form of three vertical 
marks above Liberty's cap and what may be an attempt 
at an initial to the right of Liberty’s mouth.

1799 5 Dollars, Large Stars. NCS XF Details, Im- 
properly Cleaned. Breen-6436, B. 3-F, Miller-37, R.6. 
Mint records show that 7,451 Half Eagles were coined in 
1799 and the overall scarcity of the date suggest the 
possibly of only a portion bearing the 1799 date. The 
variety encountered on this coin offers the gold afi- 
cionado further reason to celebrate, as it is much more 
difficult to locate than the Small Stars variety. While 
ample detail remains, the surfaces now show muted 
luster because of noticeable cleaning. For accuracy 
sake, several wispy pinscrathes are located near the leg- 
ends of both sides. Damage aside, the offering of the 
Large Stars type is exciting and should merit spirited 
bidding. 
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Pleasing 1805 Half Eagle, XF Details 


1805 5 Dollars. NCS XF Details, Improperly Cleaned. 
Breen-6445, BD-1, R.3+. Well detailed for the grade with 
an attractive orange-gold coloration that slightly 
intensifies around the legends. While labeled “cleaned”, 
the surfaces don’t yield any noticeable hairlines to 
suggest cleaning and the typical “cleaned” brightness 
really isn’t a factor. Given the look, this coin’s new 
owner will likely be thrilled, as the eye appeal is no 
doubt above average. 


Rarely Seen BD-7 Die Marriage 1807 Half Eagle 


1807 5 Dollars, Bust Left. NCS XF Details, Repaired. 
Breen-6453, BD-7. R.5+. Two reverse die marriages were 
used on this type, BD-8 being quite common and seen 
on nearly all surviving examples, and the present ex- 
ample, which is an important rarity and of true signifi- 
cance for the gold specialist. Identifiers of BD-7 include 
the feather on the end of the arrow pointing to the mid- 
dle of the 5 and the NU in UNUM being underneath the 
O in OF. Die clashing is seen on the obverse and signif- 
icant die cracks on the reverse, suggesting the terminal 
die states for both dies. The Bass-Dannreuther refer- 
ence suggests a survival of 30-40 examples, but after re- 
search, this cataloger believes that number to be high.

Hairlines remain at a 
minimum for the designation with only a few behind 
Liberty's hair. All things considered, a very attractive ex- 
ample that merits an above average bid for the desig- 
nation.

Pleasantly circulated with attrac- 
tive orange-gold surfaces that reveal setiment in or 
around many of the devices. No significantly abrasions 
have made their way onto the surfaces which further 
confirms the appeal.

Perhaps fully Choice AU with 
pleasing amounts of luster on the abrasion-free sur- 
faces. Both sides show coppery tones with several no- 
ticeable copper spots on the reverse. Wear, while 
evident upon close inspection, is at a bare minimum. 
Rarely encountered in finer grades. 


1847-C 5 Dollars. XF Details, Cleaned. Slightly bright 
from an old cleaning with numerous wispy pinscratches 
on both sides. It goes goes without saying, but C-Mint 
gold is always in demand and as a result, fairly elusive 
in all grades. 


1848 5 Dollars. NGC AU58. Briefly circulated with no 
marks atop the surfaces that sigularly detract from the 
eye appeal. A nice early type representative that will 
serve the budget conscience collector well. 
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1848-D 5 Dollars. XF. Variety 19-N. A late die state ex- 
ample of the D/D variety with no signs of repunching re- 
maining. A prominent die crack is noted from the edge 
below the F in FIVE, through the eagle’s wing, and to 
rim directly to the left of the T in STATES. The surfaces 
remain attractive with even wear over the soft golden 
devices. 


1849 5 Dollars. AU. A pleasant half eagle representa- 
tive that contains all the elements that a 
budget-minded type collector desires. 


Elusive 1849-C Liberty Half Eagle 


1849-C 5 Dollars. AU. Like most every example from 
this southern mint, examples in AU and above are 
highly desirable and infrequently encountered. The pe- 
ripheral devices on this example are well defined, while 
typical softness is encountered in the centers. A vibrant 
pumpkin patina had settled around much of the design, 
enhancing the appeal. 


Rarely Encountered 1850 Weak C Five 


1850-C 5 Dollars, Weak C. AU. Variety 15-G. Resulting 
from a lapped die, the C mintmark is extremely faint 
with the upper portion being the most visible. The sur- 
faces remain attractive with golden color that slightly 
intensifies toward the rims. Several light hits show in 
the fields, but are not individually distracting. 
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1851 5 Dollars. Choice AU. Straw-gold colored with 
boldly defined peripheral devices. A lovely early date 


type example for your consideration. 


Attractive Charlotte Mint 1851 Half eagle 


1851-C 5 Dollars. AU. Evidence of friction shows atop 
Liberty's hair and the eagle’s feathers. Overall well de- 
fined for the issue with ample definition in the centers 
and only a subtle lack of definition near the legends. 
Close inspection reveals seveal rim disruptions above 
the AME in AMERICA, but these remain relatively small 
and aren't a significant distraction. 


Desirable 1852-C Five 


1852-C 5 Dollars. AU. Minimally circulated with 
semi-prooflike reflectivity where the fields remain 
undisturbed.The strike is relatively strong for the issue 
with complete detail on most of the stars and impres- 
sive central definition. One curvy mark is observed 
below Liberty’s chin, but is well inside the limitations 
for the grade. 


1852-D 5 Dollars. XF Details, Cleaned. Cleaned long 
ago with pumpkin and maroon patina now resting 
around the peripheral obverse devices. While avoiding 
the central portrait, several marks show on the obverse 
fields or near the rims. The reverse has, for the most 
part, escaped unscathed with few marks and only faint 
evidence of hairlining.

NCS XF Details, Rim Filed - Im- 
properly Cleaned. While still attractive, this example 
offers an affordable opportunity to own a piece of 
Southern numismatic history. Close inspection yields 
the rim filing below the date. 
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Lustrous 1856-D Half Eagle 


1856-D 5 Dollars. Choice AU. From the original 
mintage of 19,786 coins, no more than several hundred 
examples are believed to have survived the journey of 
time. This phenomenal specimen showcases reflectivity 
in the fields with surface chatter that is commiserate 
with the grade. The legends are extremely sharp with 
characteristic softness in the centers. Rarely encoun- 
tered this nice and worthy of a significant bid. 


1856-S 5 Dollars. AU. Overlooked for its scarcity, this 
S-Mint product isn’t often encounter in About Uncircu- 
lated grades and is rarely seen in Mint State. This par- 
ticular example showcases smooth surfaces with an 
underlying prooflike quality. Sharp design details round 
out the appeal. 


Choice AU 1857 C-Mint Half Eagle 


1857-C 5 Dollars. Choice AU. As is the case for just 
about all Charlotte Mint products, surviving specimens 
are scarce, with anything that approaches Mint State 
being rare. This low mintage issue holds true to form as 
the VF to XF range can often be obtained for a price, but 
with AU examples being prohibitive. This example re- 
mains refreshingly detailed with loads of original luster 
remaining in the fields. Close inspection shows the 
most significant abrasion sitting above the eagle’s head, 
but it isn’t bothersome, especially considering how 
these come. Additionally, striking flaws appear in the 
dentilation on the obverse. The faint hint of friction de- 
fines the grade. 


1858 5 Dollars. AU. The central motifs and peripheral 
legends boldly rise from the fields and there are no 
marks that individually deminish the eye appeal. 
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1858-C 5 Dollar. XF Details, Cleaned. Ample detail re- 
mains and there are few mentionable abrasions on ei- 
ther side. The fields are a tad bright as evidence of a 
past cleaning. Given that there is appreciable remaining 
eye appeal, the collector desiring a Charlotte Mint spec- 
imen should keep their eye on this one.

1860-D 5 Dollars, Medium D. AU. Dahlonega Mint 
products, because of their storied place within Ameri- 
can numismatics are always highly desirable items met 
with significant collector enthusiasm. This example 
should be no different as the surfaces are completely 
original with centers that are surrounded by attractive 
apricot patina. The design elements remain adequately 
defined with only light striking weakness in the first star 
and minute metal loss on the highpoints. Expect a 
strong price when the hammer falls on this one. 
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Uncommon AU 1869-S Half Eagle 


1869-S 5 Dollars. NGC AU53. While areas of striking 
softness are encountered, this definition is actually 
above average for the issue. Additionally, original luster 
is still present around the protected legends and when 
paired with relatively few surface distractions, it sug- 
gests a finer grade. A scarcer issue than its mintage 
(31,000) suggests and a rarely seen in finer conditions. 


1869-S 5 Dollars. XF. While not from the lowest 
mintage in the series, this example was not saved and 
as a result is considered scarce in anything above VF. 
The fields remain unabraded and show uncommon 
evenness for the grade. Worthy of a high-end bid. 


1873 5 Dollars, Open 3. Choice AU. Much more at- 
tractive than is typical with soft, golden surfaces and 
relatively few marks for the grade.

1878 5 Dollars. Near-Gem Uncirculated. While Un- 
circualted examples from 1878 are not uncommon, 
near-Gems are rarely seen and demand attention when- 
ever available. This example showcases coriscate luster 
on both sides with knife-like device sharpness. As one 
would expect from the grade, few abrasions can be lo- 
cated with light ticks on Liberty's portrait preventing the 
stratospheric Gem designation. 


1878 5 Dollars. NGC MS61. A premium quality exam- 
ple for the grade with semi-prooflike luster in the fields 
and boldly portrayed device detail. Pale crimson color 
adds to the eye appeal. 
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1878-S 5 Dollars. NGC AU58. Briefly in and out of cir- 
culation, this Liberty half eagle remains sharply defined 
on both sides with attractive orange-gold surfaces that 
are peppered with numerous pinpoint sized marks that 
account for grade. 


1879 5 Dollars. NGC MS60. Orange-gold colored with 
general scuffiness throughout. No wear is evident as is 
suggested by the grade. 


1880 5 Dollar. ANACS MS60. Breen-6710. Numerous 
ticks lie atop the surfaces, but none individually distract 
the eye. According to the Breen designation on the 
ANACS holder, this coin is an overdate with the knob of 
a 9 in the lower portion of the 0 in 1880. Breen lists as 
very rare. 


Bright from 
polishing with a noticeably strong stike. One of the 
more available Carson City Mint examples within the 
type. 


1882 5 Dollars. NGC MS63. Pleasingly preserved for 
the grade with an accumulation of olive-gold patina 
around the legends. 


1882-CC 5 Dollars. XF. Bordering the About Uncircu- 
lated level with fields that are impressively well pre- 
served for the grade. Given the eye appeal, one should 
expect a strond bid. 


1882-CC 5 Dollars. XF Details, Cleaned. Hairlines are 
evident on the obverse of this Carson City Mint prod- 
uct. An affordable example of this otherwise scarce 
issue. 


1884-CC 5 Dollars. VF Details, Cleaned. Slightly 
bright from a light cleaning with minor hairlines in the 
fields. From a mintage of only 16,402 coins. 
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1888-S 5 Dollars. Choice AU Details, Damaged. Sig- 
nificantly lustrous with noticeable striking weakness. 
Sevearal parallel marks show behind Liberty's head and 
may prevent certification without mention. 


1891-CC 5 Dollars. Choice AU Details, Cleaned. Min- 
imally circulated with luster that has been muted as a 
result of a light cleaning. An available example in the 
About Uncirculated grade. 


1893-CC 5 Dollars. XF Details, Cleaned. Cleaned long 
ago with a yellow-gold patina and underlying staw-gold 
coloration. A scarce example from the last year of pro- 
duction at the Carson City Mint. 


1895 5 Dollars. NGC MS63. Struck in orange gold with 
an attractive infusion of rose patina over the surfaces. 


1897 5 Dollars. NGC MS63. Attractive with numerous 
flyspeck marks that account for the grade. For accuracy 
sake, slight softness is noted on some of the peripheral 
stars. 


1897-S 5 Dollars. PCGS MS6@2. Flashy on both the ob- 
verse and reverse with scattered ticks throughout that 
account for the grade. In the Select grade, this issue be- 
comes downright scarce with the market commanding 
multiples of the MS62 value. A seemingly value-priced 
item. 


1897-S 5 Dollars. Choice AU. Stuck in an attractive or- 
ange-gold with the slightest evidence of friction on the 
highpoints. Original luster is still visible on both sides 


1898-S 5 Dollars. NGC AU58. Minimally circulated 
with original luster around the protected areas. 


1899 5 Dollars. Near-Gem Uncirculated. Certainly 
bordering the Gem level with full effulgence in the 
graze-free fields. While not distracting, Liberty's portrait 
shows several grade-limiting marks when closely in- 
spected. 

1899 5 Dollars. NGC MS63. Nice for the grade with rel- 
atively few marks and none of individual significance. 
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Bright 1902-S Half Eagle, MS65 


1902-S 5 Dollars. NGC MS65. Incredibly lustrous with 
a vibrant patina atop the surfaces that increasing the 
eye appeal to above average levels. The surfaces are 
clean save for one vertical pinscratch in the field to the 
left of Liberty's neck. Overall, an outstanding represen- 
tative and certainly worthy of inclusion in a high-end 
type set. 


1907-D 5 Dollars. Uncirculated. Honey-gold colored 
with fully defined devices and scattered abrasions on 
both sides. 


1908 Liberty 5 Dollars. NGC MS64. A lovely type ex- 
ample with surfaces that remain minimally abraded for 
the grade. 


1912 5 Dollars. Uncirculated. An attractive and 
wear-free example of this popluar type. Light abrasions 
on both sides preclude the Select grade. 

1916-S 5 Dollars. Choice AU. Attractively colored with 


a few scattered marks. A minute trace of rub keeps this 
coin from the Mint State designation.

This particular example, from the most available date 
in the series, remains pleasingly defined with muted or- 
ange-gold surfaces. While scratches are definitely pres- 
ent, many are typically passable for the grade and none 
stand out or distract the devices. The collector of type 
gold down to the specialist should recognize this as an 
excellent opportunity to obtain an endlessly demanded 
example at a reasonable price.

The surfaces are 
set in an attractive orange gold with hints of luster ap- 
pearing around portions of the protected devices. A 
modicum amount of marks appear in the fields, but 
none are overly bothersome.

with mint bloom around the protected devices and 
rose-gold accents on both sides.

Bright with light hair- 
lines on the reverse and attractive pastel rose patina- 
tion appearing on both sides.

1890-CC 10 Dollars. Prooflike Uncirculated. |m- 
mensely appealing with watery mirrors creating a 
cameo effect with the frosted devices. Numerous marks 
are present, but none are individually bothersome. 


1891-CC 10 Dollars. Choice AU Details, Lightly 
Cleaned. Delicately cleaned with few hairlines and 
slightly brightened surfaces. A inexpensive opportunity 
to obtain a Carson City Mint product. 


An appealing low 
mintage O-Mint example with thick orange-gold luster 
in the fields. Interestingly, while 120 examples have 
been certified at this level by NGC, none have graded 
finer. 


Bright with scattered 
marks on both sides. Striking details are full. 


1899 10 Dollars. NGC MS64. Well struck with lightly 
abraded surfaces that are consistent with the grade. 
Also notable is the luster, which remains full, and 
dances around the central motifs. 
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1901-S Eagle, MS65 NGC 


1901-S 10 Dollars. NGC MS65. While this particular 
eagle has numerous attributes, the first and most not- 
icable one is the strike. The device detail is impeccibly 
rendered with every detail showing crisply and beauti- 
fully contrasting the smooth fields. When flashy luster 
and relatively unmolested surfaces are added to the 
equation, one can't help but fall in love with this piece’s 
charm. Worthy of a significant bid! 


1906-S 10 Dollars. NGC MS61. A well struck S-mint 
issue. Numerous abrasions are present and are not un- 
common for the grade. 


Indian Eagles 


1908-D 10 Dollars, No Motto. AU Details, Cleaned. 
Unnaturally bright with light hairlines. This example 
represents an inexpensive opportunity to own an ex- 
ample of this popular type. 


1909-D 10 Dollars. Uncirculated. Uncommon in the 
Select grade, this example certainly flirts with that level. 
The luster is thick and unimpeded and the only real 
marks of significance show on Liberty's cheek. Expect 
spirited bidding on this one. 


1910-D 10 Dollars. Uncirculated. Flashy with attrac- 
tive luster on both sides. A perfect type set example. 


1913-S 10 Dollars. NGC AU55. Survivors of this issue 
come from a relatively tiny mintage of 66,000. As such, 
the 1913-S is considered a key in Mint State, and it cer- 
tainly a better date in AU grades. This particular exam- 
ple remains flashy with an above average reverse and 
obverse surfaces that show several bagmarks that are 
consistent with the grade. 
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Demanded 1926 Gem Eagle 


1926 10 Dollars. NGC MS65. The fields remain re- 
markably smooth for the grade with gleaming satin lus- 
ter throughout. When closely inspected, several light 
marks in Liberty's hair and a couple ticks on the eagle 
become apparent and prevent a finer designation. Still, 
a premium quality example for the grade. 


Flashy 1932 Eagle, MS65 


1932 10 Dollars. NGC MS65. Boldly struck with peb- 
bly fields that give the coin a truly incredible shine that 
borders on semi-prooflike. Housed in an older NGC 
holder. This eagle must be viewed to be truly appreci- 
ated! 


Conservatively Graded Gem Eagle 


1932 10 Dollars. NGC MS65. While a common date, 
the combined eye appeal and technical preservation of 
this example is very uncommon. The surfaces are re- 
freshingly unabraded with bright golden effulgence and 
the occasional hint of sky-blue and copper patina. A real 
“crack-out” candidate as many MS66s don’t look this 
nice. 
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1932 10 Dollars. NGC MS64. Unquestionably 
above-average for a near-Gem with none of the larger 
abrasions that are often associated with the grade.

1854-S 20 Dollars. Gem Uncirculated Details, Sea 
Salvaged. Impressively preserved with satin cartwheel 
luster on both sides. As is the case with many sea sal- 
vaged examples, a slight granularity is noticed in the 
fields. The strike is also well executed and die rust is ev- 
ident on Liberty's portrait. Certainly deserving of a 
strong big, but we will have to wait for the hammer to 
fall to see just how high. 


1856-S 20 Dollars. AU Details, Cleaned. The cleaning 
is not overly harsh and some remaining mint bloom 
shows around the protected devices. 


1858-S 20 Dollars. XF Details, Engraved. Lightly cir- 
culated with what appears to be a crude attempt to 
write “SE” in the field to the lower left of Liberty's por- 
trait. 


1859-S 20 Dollars. Choice AU. The design is bold 
throughout with significant amounts of luster remain- 
ing in the fields. Really very attractive and quite scarce 
in this grade. Expect a fight for this one! 
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1873 20 Dollars, Open 3. NGC MS62. Struck in orange 
gold with crisp definition on both sides. The reverse 
holds much of the appeal as it is relatively fresh and 
presents as a finer grade. The obverse, while not unat- 
tractive by any means, shows myriad marks that ac- 
count for the grade. 


1873 20 Dollars, Open 3. NGC MS61. Orange-gold 
with bold device definition. The obverse has taken on 
the “dirty gold” look that many double eagles have ac- 
quired over decades of circulation and storage.

1904 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. A strong candidate for a 
high-end type set, this double eagle boasts clean fields, 
boldly imparted device detail, and attractive cop- 
per-apricot coloration over portions of both sides. Of 
particular note is the reverse as it borders on pristine 
condition.

Benefiting from a strong strike with essentially 
mark-free surfaces.

While not particu- 
larly scarce, a High Relief undoubtedly ranks among the 
top collector coins for those who are lucky enough to 
own one. For while the Lincoln cent may be the most 
widely collected, find me a true collector that does not 
aspire to as least own a High Relief during his lifetime 
and | will call them a phony. The surfaces on this ex- 
ample are exemplary with blinding luster over apri- 
cot-gold surfaces. The strike is exacting and full as one 
would expect from this meticulously crafted piece. Of 
note is one wispy pinscratch that runs through the rays 
that sit behind Liberty on the left obverse side. 
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1909/8 20 Dollars. Uncirculated. Significantly baggy, 
but without actual evidence of friction on the high- 
points. A nice example for the collector who is seeking 
an affordable, wear-free specimen. 


1911-S 20 Dollars. Select Uncirculated. A pleasing 
common date Saint with soft, lustrous surfaces that re- 
main well preserved. 


1912 20 Dollars. Gem Uncirculated Details, Lightly 
Cleaned. The appeal is that of a full Gem with booming 
luster over minimally abraded surfaces. Microscopic ev- 
idence of a past wipe shows on the eagle’s wings when 
viewed with a loupe. 


1913-S 20 Dollars. Choice AU Details, Cleaned. 
Briefly circulated with faint diagonal hairlines across the 
obverse surfaces. 


1923-D 20 Dollars. Gem Uncirculated Details, Al- 
tered Surfaces. Portions of the devices have been re- 
worked in order to improve presentation. A perfect 
example to show to the non-collector. 


1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. Very attractive with 
smooth, satin luster in the fields and a thin copper 
patina that wisps around the obverse surfaces. Several 
wispy marks on the reverse sun preclude a finer grade. 


1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. Premium quality for the 
grade with smooth golden surfaces throughout and a 
faint translucent patina in the obverse fields. A conser- 
vatively graded specimen that is much finer than the 
usual Gem. 


1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. Attractive for the grade 
with relatively few surface marks. 


1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. An attractive Gem with 
satin luster that carwheels the devices. Rarely seen 
nicer at the MS65 level. 
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1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS65. The fields are immacu- 
lately preserved and the strike is as good as it gets. By 
today’s standards, this one might grade finer. 


1924 20 Dollars. NGC MS63. Accurately graded with 
several grade-limiting marks on Liberty’s stomach and 
legs. 


1927 20 Dollars. NGC MS63. A great store of value 
with uncommonly flashy luster.

1893 Isabella 25 Cents. AU. Appealing for the grade 
with the slightest hint of friction atop essentially un- 
toned, lustrous surfaces. An affordable, yet attractive 
example of this popular type. 


1893 Isabella 25 Cents. AU Details, Cleaned. Fully 
white and a bit bright with light wispy hairlines on both 
sides that are only noticeable upon close inspection.
